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THE DELIVERIES 
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A crisis waa reached by the to- 
bacco organization known as the 
Equity Home Warehouse companv, 
a branch of the American Society 
of Equity, Thursday, when certain 
branches of this aoclety filed re- 
monstrances with the Owenshoro 
organization as to the sale and de- 
livery of the pooled crop. When 
the sale, which waa only tentative, 
was made ten daye ago. it did not 
Include all of the weed pooled with 
this organization. In fact the sales 
committee could not dlapose of a 
large portion of the tobacco at all. 
Portions of Ohio, McLean and Han- 
cock, as well as certain districts in 
Daviess county, were not included 
In the sale. 

Under the constitution and by- 
laws of the American Society of 
Equity, a part of a crop of any pro- 
duct that haB been pooled cannot 
he sold until all has been sold. At 
present it looks like no final sale 
has beeu made, nor can be made 
until the entire pledged crop is dis- 
posed of. It is known that the salea 
committee cannot find a buyer for 
_a large portion of the pool. 

It wis found necessary by the 
aales committee to take some ae- 
on the matter, and Thursday 
of the aasoWatlon and 
i .Oera of the sales commutes 
the following resolutions, 
issued to the growers in the form 
of a statement: 

Statement in Full. 
To the farmers who pooled their 
tobacco with the Home Warehouae 
company and the American society 
of Equity: 

Inasmuch as we hare made an 
honest endeavor to take care of our 
members who have tobacco in the 
high wster, and in doing this have 
been taken advantage of by those 
who had no need in bringing their 
bacco to the market, and to such 
that there has been a re- 
filed against you by the 
of Hancock, McLean and 
counties, and in view of this 
remonstrance, and the fact that 
some of our members have beeu no- 
tified to deliver their tobacco, it be- 
comes necessary for us to Issue this 
statement. 

First, we will remind you that all 
the tobacco In the pool is not sold, 
and that it |s thoroughly under- 
stood that no deliveries are to be 
made until all the tobacco is placed, 
and when tobacco Is rushed to the 
market ahead of Its turn, the owner 
Is placing himself in the attitude of 
the "dumper," and the linger of 
acorn is being pointed at him. 
Now, Id view of all these fscts, we 
want to ask Our people to withhold 
deliveries until Monday, February 
is, or until you are notified to be- 
gin delivering. 

In rushing the market aa you 
have been doing, you are not only 
sacrificing principle for present 
but you are "butchering" the 
mers' organization. You are also 
taking advantage of the other coun- 
ties at the same time, and it will 
coat you dearly in the future. You 
cannot expect them to stay with you 
unless >OU stick with them. They 
have all stood mau to man w'th you 
in this tight, and their battle is ,101 
yet won. but as soon as your to*!

London, Feb. I, — Suffrsglsts to- 
day smashed with stones the glass 
cover of one of the cases In the Jew- 
el room of the Tower of London, 
where the crown jewels are kept. 
They were arrested and sent to How 
Street. The attack Is In line with 
the militants' expressed purpose to 
attack all Government property. 

Leaders in Parliament, panic- 
stricken because of the militant 
methods of the suffragists, seldom 
venture into the streets now with- 
out body guards. Their houses are 
also protected night and day by 
specially assigned police, who have 
been warned to prevent incendiary 
tires or other damage. 

Sir Edward Grey has temporarily 
abandoned his official residence and 
now sleeps in Slnane Gardens. 

Lloyd George has given up his fa- 
public restaurants and intends to 
eat his meals in the House of Com- 
mons' dining room. 

Alsnncd by rumors that his child 
would be kidnapped, Winston 
Churchill has four policemen con- 
stantly on guard outside his house. 
He is not lacking in peraonal cour- 
age, but his wife has urged author- 
ities to take ample precaution 
against the suffragists. The Church- 
ill baby is invariably followed by 
plain clothes men from Scotland 
Yard when the nurse takea the child 
out for an airing. 

Prime Minister Asquith objects 
strongly to having a bodyguard, but 
the police captain is not at all sat- 
isfied with the promises of the suf- 
fragists to respect human life. He 
baa pointed out that some of the 
yonnger and more ardent suffra- 
gists have openly threatened to 
throw vltrol, which the police con- 
sider almost ss serious aa murder. 

Incendiary tires are most feared 
by the authorities. They firmly be- 
lieve attempts will be made to burn 
the principal government buildings. 
The force of night police in the 
neighborhood of Westminster con- 
sequently has been doubled.

GERMINATION IHE M TEST 

Improved Methods of Corn 
Raising Are Certainly 
Working Wonders. 



VALUABLE TO OORH OROWBM 



The farmers of this country are 
losing mora than half a bflllon dol- 
lars on their corn crops every year. 
Mayho they ddii'l know It, hut they 
are. And the worst of It Is that this 
enormous loss could be prevented 
in Burn a simple and easy way that 
to follow It seems like child's play. 

"What's the matter?" the farm- 
ers exclaim. 
^ 'IV answer I* simple: "You 
don't t st your seed." 

"Why, man alive," the farmer 
exclaims, "don't you know that any 
farmer can tell koou seed com 
when ho sees it? Or if he can't tell 
by the way it looks, he can by 
cracking it with his teeth or cut- 
ting it open with a Jack knife." 

It is < vident that, something has 
got to he done to get these fellows 
out of the rut. Agricultural tc idl- 
ings, so far, have not had the do- 

> sired effect. They have I. pen too 
much along the lines or the old- 
fashicp' (I camp mwttBfj revival. A 
■mail percentage of the farmers 
have been brought to the mourn- 
cr>_Jwneh J j>q to apeak, but the ma- 
jority of thorn have 'backslid, "as" 
converts have ever done. 

Realizing that old - fashioned 
methods must be supplemented by 
■MMtblng now, the Crop Improve- 
ment Committee of the Council of 
flraln Exchangee, who as a body 
and as individuals are as much in- 

> forested in the success or failure of 
the corn crop as the farmer himself, 
set about to devise ways and means 
for cracking the shell of the man 
who thinks he knows it all because 
he has "always done it that way." 
Finally they hit it. 

"Eureka!" they cried. "We'll 
teach the men through the boys — 
the father through the son. We'll 
establish argleultural kindergartens 
In the rural schools, and when the 
fathers and uncles and big brothers 
see what the children know about 
testing seed corn, we'll land them." 

This is having its effect. The 
farmers are coming to realize the 
f value and practicability of the 
methods advocated by the Crop Im- 
provement Committee, and while 
gome of them profess to scoff at 
these methods, they are secretly 
putting them Into practice. 

The method employed In the ag- 
ricultural kindergartens is the "rag 
baby test." The "rag baby" hears 
no relation to little Mary's home- 
made doll. It is merely a simple 
little device for testing seed corn, 
or any other kind of grain, and it-i 
{ mysteries can be solved by any boy 
or girl In a few minutes. 

The "rag baby test" Is conducted 
In the following manner: A piece 
of heavy sheeting about 18 inches 
vrlde and four or five feet long Is 
marked off into a dozen or more 
about three inches square. 



ruunlng through the center of the 
strip. The squares are numbered, 
say from one to twelve. An equal 
number of ears of lorn are selected 
for the tegt and are numbered to 
-orraspsnd with the square* on th« 
>li;th. The cloth Is then thorough- 
fj "lclsle.ied and spread out In 
front of the firs to be tested.

The water Is then poured 
off, the roll placed op a couple of 
small pieces of wood to keep it from 

. touching the floor, and n damp gun- 
nysaok placed over it to keep it 
from drying out. The but ket Is 
then turned upside down over the 
roil, one edge of the pall being rals- 
i il li : 1 1 ■ ;in inch to give vent Illation. 

i It Is important that the corn 
should be thoroughly moist, but 

I not so wet that seed will smother. 
Care should also he taken that the 
com Is not chilled.
